For some days past it has bepiv wliis 
pered iibout town that a syntlioate oi: 
Eastern Californi.i cai;itali8t8, buokeil 
by a heavy Germ lui : hou.se, had been 
negotiating with Hawaiian sugur plant- 
ers for their future crops of raw sugar, 
and having completed contracts with 
the is'ander.s, were now about to start 
a sugar refinery in this city as rivsls to 
Sir Claus Spreckels. Wilh the object of 
getting at the truth of the matter, a 
Clirouicle reporter called on the princi 
pal vifholeaale grocers and sugar dealers 
yesterday and questioned them as to 
their knowledge of any such a move- 
ment. Quite a number of them declar- 
ed that the matter was now to them 
and professed entire ignorance of it, 
some of them adding, however, tiiat 
they hoped Ihafc the report migi>t prove 
true, as tbey would then have a 
chance of escaping from the clutches 
of the sugar king. Otliers, who seemed 
to have scent-jd the balttle afar oil", 
suggested that the reporter call on 
AV. T. Uoleiaan, as he was the only man 
who could, if he would, tell any thing 
about the sugar refinery. 

Mr. Coleman was found at his office 
and when the reporter uiado known his 
business, jocularly remarked that he 
could not see why nil the newspai)or 
men in town came to him for informa- 
tion OB all subjects. _He admitted that 
the matter in question had been dis- 
..cussted, but declined jpositively to 
mention the name of any one in that 
connection. As he bade the reporter 
good day he said, however, " If yoii 
know of any one who would like to in- 
vest any money in the enterprise of 
which you speak, send him around, foi' 
1 should bo glad to talk to him." 

Several other merchants who were 
not in when fir.st called on 
were found later in the day aiid o[iin- 
ions that were in some cases of diametri- 
cally opposite bearing were obtaiiled. 
Sonie held that it would be suicidal for 
any body of men to attempt to tight 
with Sir Claus now. He had won in 
everj' sugar fight sine;e he first com- 
mended business and now that he is 
backed by the Angio-Californian Bank 
he was too strong to tackle with im- 
punity. The California, the American 
and the San -Francisdo and Pacific re- 
fineries were; equal tip the domands of 
thisooasbi not to nienbion Spreekel's 
new refinery at the Prtfero, whicli con- 
tains most perfect machinery and jios- 
sesses th? greatest capacity of any re- 
finery in the world, and as Spreckels 
has already beaten D. O. Mills and 
Nicholas Luning, it was a poor look- 
out for any- eOne who attempted to 
mutch liis parda 

Others. look an opposite view of the 
case and maintained that the Kanaka 
knight was not as dangerous as he look- 
ed. His immense new retinory, with 
all its improved machinnry, w.as a 
deml horse on his hands, as it had so 
far failed to work in any thing like a 
satisfactory manner.

"ijie signal is givep.

But lawyeru' fees 
are climbing up here, at an amazing 
rate, three hundred gtiineus ' used to 
be considered the outside figure for 
the l)est limn at the bar; now the big- 
biigs would turn up their noses at rh:it 
sum. Tilt' other e.vpensi-s contiocted 
with litigation in England ar(i ecjually 
high. Justice ^ay be had here, un- 
questiohably, and it is not to be bought. 
iJevertheless in many cases it takes an 
awful pile .of money to secure it. A 
stranger is struck with the small num- 
ber of divorce suits thai come liefore 
the English court.s, but he will make a 
gi eat mistake it he infers from this that 
connubial inQdelity is uncommon. The 
real reason i.s, divorces come so high 
that none but the wealthy dare aspire 
to them. Apropos of this, 1 recall 
what was perhaps one of the wittiest 
speeches ever deliverud from the Eng- 
lish bench. A poor man was convict- 
ed of bigamy, and on being asked why 
judgfaent shouM not be passed iipdii 
him according to law, he i-e|)lieii tliat, 
his wife had elopi;d with a hawker live 
years before, and be had not seen her 
sir.co, so last winter he had thought it 
([uite permissible to marry again. To 
this Mr. Justice Maulo replied as fol- 
lows: fy,vill tell what you oughtto have 
(idne, arid if you say you did not know, 
I must tell you the law conclusively 
presumes you did. You ought to have 
instruoted your attorney to bring an 
action against the hawker. That would 
have cost you about £100 (.$500). 
When you had recovered substantial 
damages against the hawker, you could 
have instructed your proctor to sue in 
the ecclesiastical courts for a divorce a 
men.sa el t/iorn. That would have 
cost you .1"J00 to £:W0 more. When 
you liad obtained a divorce a raensa ot 
thore^ yon would have had to appear 
by counsel before the House of Lords 
for a divorce a vinculo matrimonii. 
The bill might have been oppo.sed in 
all its stages in both houses of Parlia- 
ment, and altogether vou would have 
had to spend about £1,000 or .£1,200. 
Vou will ])robably tell me that you 
never had 1,000 farthings of your own 
in the world, but, prisoner, t hat makes 
no difference. Sitting here as a British 
Judge, it is my duty to tell you that 
this is not a country in which there is 
one law for the rich and another for 
the poor." 

To show his sense of the Iieinousness 
of the crime, the leatned Juatice .sen 
tenced the econooiieal prisoner to im- 
prisonment for the term of one day. 
This was some years. ago. The process 
of getting divorces is a little more 
simple now, and a little less costly. 
Even yet, however, none venture to sue 
for tluK privilege but those having a 
lona purse; probably the fact that near- 
ly all the divorces fhatare sought con- 
cern prio|)lo in high life, is the reason 
why superticia! observers rush to the 
mistaken conclusion that there is 
more immorality among this cla.ss 
than ainohg the poor.

born pf the knowledge that it was a lawle.-s 
act committed under the clo:ik of in. ting 
out justice. It was not lustice nothing 
can ever make it so — and the hands of the 
lynchers are stid tied with blood ; the possibili- 
ty the guilt of their victim serving nothing to 
wa.sh away the stain. The murder of Mr. 
Boll was committed four miles tiiis sidi> of 
the border, and the lynchers were Anu'ri- 
cans. For less than th" deed they have 
done, serious internatioiml complications 
have ere this arisen. The active participants 
Mini all those who tacitly alietted tho eritue 
by their presence, are not only law-break- 
ers, but murderers. They shiuild be re- 
garded with horror, and their efmduei 
should meet with tiie severe )ninishni. nl 
that it justly uiierits.

From Innigc Point, 
to Koi-Coon, following the shore, the dis- 
taiice'would be about (iO inilea, from Nai- 
Coon to .lal-un river, tho distance would 
bo ()7, from tho mouth of this river back 
to Image I'oint 05 miles, forming a tri - 
angle, having a coast line I"i7 miles in 
length. Inside of this trangle is Mas.seti 
Inlet, and Virago Sound, (or Naotun.) 
Tlio inlet conimmioing iiear, Massett, 
where it is alidut 2 miles widiv, runs 
south and west forming a sort of crescent, 
a di.stance of about '25 miles. .Aflei w irds 
it widens out into an inland sea, wliose 
greatest length, still preserving tlie cres- 
cent shape, is from 15 to '20 miles, and 
whoso greatest width is about ton miles. 
South from this sea is another and smaller 
one about 12 miles long and 4 miles wide; 
the smaller la nearly shut oil' from the 
larger one by an island. ISotli of these 
dcaa arc full of islatuls. A river c.illed 
Ma-niuin falls into the small sea, on iti- 
aoiitliorn end. This river is ;i mili's long 
aud drains a lake 5 miles l"Hg and one 
mile wide. 

Virago Sound is about 10 miles long, 
at tho middle, then widens and forms a 
good harbor, into which ;i line river Hows 
from a lake of considerable dimensions. 
Out pf the triangle flows a nunibiS.c 6f 
rivers, the principal ones are: Hannah, 
flowing into the channel west of Skidc 
gate, Hell, which drains the district of 
that name, and Ui-elloi! near Nai-Ooon 
Point. Yah Coon and Johnson river 
fall into Massett Inlet. Nadon and .Jal- 
un irjto -the North sea. All of those 
rivers. labound uS^ '"trout' and ' salmon in 
their season. 

Having mentioiiod tiie number of 
streams rising in and tlowing out of thi.s 
l.iw level tract, tho ne.xl point to consider 
is, where do they rise! Do they rise in 
the niountains, or do they How from a 
vast inland lake, which receives it.s su])- 
|)ly through many streams, heading from 
the distant niountaiiis'f or do thoy flow 
from a vast interior chain of swamps su|j- 
plicd by the snow and rain of winter.' In 
answur to tho first, I sliali say there are 
no nioimtains from which they could rise. 
Passing along the coast in the stream 
from .Skidegato, one sees a range of high 
niiHintains with considerable snow lui 
soiiu! of them. .Ns one sails iilong, thoy 
gradually ilisa[ipe;ir until nothing is seen 
between the gazor and the hori/on but a 
vast unbroken expanse of level countrv, 
covered with timber, three parts of which 
is dead, caused, the natives say, by l.-u-ge 
Hros which have at dili'orcnt times swept 
over it. IJesides, if thoy tlowod fr.un 
inouiitaiiia their water would be as cle-ar 
as is the case with those streams which 
How fiom mounlaiti'a^ pii^other parts of 
these islands. .. iil Vi^ ■^'..i 

If thcae streams flowed from a lake, or 
hikes, their waters would bo clear. The 
waters of the Thompson and other rivers 
arc muddy when they fall into lakes, but 
arc clear on leaving thcin. Tho nn'St, if 
not all, of the atream.° which How from 
these mountains [)our their waters into tho 
the inlets and channels on tho west 
coast. 

With regard to the' third (|uostion, 1 
can SCO my way clear to prove that thoy 
How through such bottoms fnnn a large 
interior swamp' or succession of swamps. 
The first proof I shall ofl'er ia the color of 
their waters. Take a cupful of water 
from any of thom and put it alongside of 
a cup of stiMiig tea or cofl'ee and you could 
hardly toll which was which.

About nine-o'clock last night a largo body 
of arinod xtien and disguised men appealed 
and ten of thoin stopped into the houae 
and demanded the prisoner. Mr. York 
refused but a pistol was placed at hia head 
and he was ordtu-ed to stand around and 
riot come near any of them. The |)ri- 
soner was then taken out liandcuffed, the 
men promising to send the handcuQaback 
next day. A rope, was placed under his 
arm and he was led away to a tree lyini^ 
across the Whatcom trail about a mile this 
hide the U. S. boundary where ho was 
strung up and where the body was found 
hangiiiu this morning with tlio handculi's 
on. The men wore di.Hguiscil by having 
their faces blackened and red .stripe.s 
painted around their eyes. None wore 
recognized by either of the constables or 
Mr. York.

Arrest of «tho>Tfidiuii Blurdcrer. 

On Tuesday Officer Cimipboll and Con- 
stablo Lewis of "the Indian reserve, ac- 
companied by I^Ir. James Deans aa inter- 
preter, Peter,' an'^Indian ' from Cadboro 
Bay, and Johiinyi hiVsonV left Cadboro 
Bay at .5 p. in. in pursuit of the Indian 
who was presumed to have murdered tho 
old Indian Ja(|ue.s near the -lewish ceuie- 
tery on Sunday evening laat. The party 
reached North Saanich near midnight and 
camped out till morning. .Hoi;e they 
learned from the Indians tba^ the man 
they were in search of had'left the locality 
at S o'clock the previous morning with his 
father, mother, son and daughter in law, 
ami had taken all their things along with 
them, saying they were going to Luniini 
(oil the American aide) to see a daughter 
who they had heard waa very sick and 
that they would not ha back for some 
time. The party in pursuit loft Nortli 
Saanich at daylight on Wediiosday morn- 
and started for .lainca Island, milking en- 
quiry on the way and keopiiii: a sharp 
look out for the murderer until tlioy reach- 
ed Pender Island at I! p. lu. Aa 
they were going into the Inlet where the 
Indian reservation is thoy met the Indian 
they wore in s^eh of coining ()Ut;iii a 
canoeaccompai^Rl by his wife niid a broth- 
er, who was blind. The 1 udians wore at 
once arrested and the i)riauiier's ctiiioe 
taken in tow by the p(dice boat which Uu- 
meui.itely started for .Saanich, which thoy 
reached about 10 o'clock that night. 
Bore they left the prisoner's oanoe, which 
contained some tuns of oil, two muskets 
and proviHioiiH, and idao the blind man 
in charge of thu Indi.m pnlieoiimii, and 
started in the morning for Cadboro Bay, 
which they reached about noon yesterday. 
The party then walked from Cadboro Bay 
to Oakvillo with thoir prisoners to Mr. 
Deans', who at once got his ^vagon and 
brought them into town, where they ar- 
rived at I p. m. The journey was some- 
wliat lab(iri(uis, as those ongatioil oticoiint- 
cred strong head winds and tides and got 
vtuy little sleep. Thoir mission, howovtu-, 
was very creditably (>xecuteil, a.s a little 
t itiie lost would doubtless buvo enabled 
the prisoner to get to the other side. 

Tlin Ml'ltDKltKR 
Ls a middle .sized, stout built man aboiil 
fit) with a vii'ious look and a worse re[iu 
tation,and the Indians thomselvoH soeinod 
very glad to get rid of him. Only a few 
days ago lie cut an Indian in the face se- 
verely with a stone lit South Saanich, and 
the Indians intend to bring him in so snun 
aa he can be removed. Tho inquest on 
the body of tho nuii dered man will be held 
to-day. The prisoner'a sou aiul daughter 
in law who were present at tho time of 
the miirdor have yet to be arrested, but 
they ari' supposed to have reached the 
.American .side.

Tho declarations recently made on the 
floor of the houae by leaders on both sides, 
that Congress is able to attend to only a 
small fraction of its business should at- 
tract more general attention than they 
seem thus farto.havo aroused. Mr. Reed 
gave 8 per cent, as tho proportion and Mr. 
Randall admitted that this estimate was 
probably about right. It is, however, 
much too favorable. In the laat Congress, 
out of a total of 10,000 bills and resolu- 
tions introduced, only 300, or 3 per cent, 
wore passed. How many more were 
acted upon and rejected cannot be stated, 
but the number waa small. It is safe to 
say that tho Forty-eiglith Congress only 
acted on 4 per cent, of the business eiib- 
mitted to it. If it be indeed true that it 
hasbecomea "physical inipoaaibility," aj 
claimed, to deal with a much larger per 
centago of tho public business than .these 
figures indicate, the situation inus'tbe re- 
garded as serious. It is not to be accept- 
ed aa proven, however, that audi is the 
case. To begin with. Congress at preaent 
is in session less than one-half of tlio time 
and when in aession gives itself many 
ho'iidaya and generally adjourns for the 
day before an early dinner hour. All 
through the first months of a session it 
devotea (Uily LO or 20 hours a week to its 
meetings in open house. Hxcept at the 
tmd of the session, .Saturday ia always a 
holiday and Friday generally ao; and 14 
out of '.i-l montlis are spent in vacations. 
Before conaoientiuns members give up in 
despair and claim it is "physioaUy,i\np08- 
sible to attend to their business," they 
should at least give it that inenanre of 
their tinui which euory flUC(!eaaful merch- 
ant, [)rofo.ssioiial man or trader devotea to 
his private business.
